_  Mayor*  M  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 

Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1942,  I  have  presented  the 
essential  statistical  data  and  have  omitted,  as  requested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  comments  and  details  ordinarily  recorded  in  peace¬ 
time. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  Pocle  has  remained  satisfactory 
in  spite  of  the  abnormal  conditions  caused  by  the  war,  and  the  state 
of  nutrition  of  school  children  has  been  weJdL  maintained.  The  incid«  c^ 
of  infectious  disease  has  not  been  above  average,  the  only  disease- 
calling  for  comment  being  diphtheria  of'  a  malignant  type.  The  high 
level  of  immunisation  safeguarded  the  community  from  a  serious  out¬ 
break,  but  there  were  some  deaths  in  unprotected  children. 

During  the  year  additional  accommodation  for  the  nursing 
staff  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  was  completed,  and  the 
conversion  of  a  temporary  open  ward  into  a  cubicle  block  was  carried 
out.  An  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  Port  Health  and  Civil  Defence 
duties  was  appointed,  and  a  Scabies  Treatment  Centre  staffed  by 
Civil  Defence  workers  was  opened  at  Longfleet  Gardens  in  a 
building  loaned  by  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

The  arrangements  for  Orthopaedic  treeitment  under  the 
School  Medical  and  Child  Welfare  Services  were  discontinued  at  the 
Cornelia  Hospital  and  new  arrangements  were  made  under  a  scheme 
operating  in  the  County  Boroughs  of  Bournemouth  and  Southampton 
and  in  the  County  of  Hampshire.

During  the  second  half  of  1942  a  concerted  effort  was  made 

»••  ...  ' 

to  secure  the  immunisation  against  diphtheria  of  all  children 
under  15  years,  and  particularly  those  under  5  years  of  age. 
Advantage  was  taken  of  the  campaign  under  the  direction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  publicise  the  advantages  of  immunisation. 

Three  temporary  centres  for  immunisation  were  opened  at  Broadstone, 
Newtown,  and  Hamworthy,  in  addition  to  the  two  centres  at  Poole  and 
Parlcstone  and  with  the  help  of  the  Heal'  h  Visitors  an  excellent 
response  was  obtained,  1925  children  being  dealth  with,  of  whom  105b 
were  under  five  years  of  age.  (The  number  for  the  first  half  of 
194,2  was  697,  of  whom  317  were  under  five,)  At  the  year's  end  it 
was  estimated  that  92*34  of  'the  school  population  and  49  -  01  the 

children  under  five  had  been  immunised. 

The  organisation  and  administration  of  the  Civil  De^en^e 
Casualty  Services  and  other  A.E.P.  duties  for  which  tne  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  responsible  have  taken  up  time  and  effort 
normally  devoted  to  preventive  medecine,  but  the  gcn-ral  efficiency 

of  the  department  has  been  maintained. 

The  work,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Port  Medical  Service 

have  increased  considerably,  but  details  must  of  necessity  be 
omitted  for  the  present.  Tha^available  for  publication  in  a  post- 

war. report. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  members  of  the  Committees

During  1942,  ICCO  yards  of  new  distributing  mains  were  laid, 
and  the  Borough  Waterworks  delivered  more  water  than  during  ~ny  .  • 
previous  jroar  in  its  history.

Orthopaedic  Defects 


The  scheme  of  examinatxo  and  treatment  of  Orthopaedic 
defects  at  the  Cornelia  and  East  Dorset  Hospital  ceased  on 
June  30th.  1942. 

Hew  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s 
Cripples  Hcp^ital  at  Alton  whereby  their  visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon, 
Mr.  H.  Langston,  F.R.C.S.  attended  in  Poole  one  half  day  each  month, 
and  a  qualified  masseuse,  Mrs.  D.  Beale,  C.S.M.M.G.  ,  was  engaged  to 
take  charge  of  the  remedial  classes  twice  weekly  at  the  School  Clinic, 
Poole.  The  new  arrangements  came  into  force  on  September  1st.  1942. 
Four  Surgeon’s  Clinics  and  52  Remedial  Class  Sessions  were  held  from 
September  1st.  1942,  to  December  31st.  1942. 

The  arrangement  with  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital  brings 
Poole  into  the  scheme  which  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years  in 
the  County  of  Hampshire,  and  the  County  Boroughs  of  Bournemouth, 
Southampton  and  Portsmouth.
